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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed ot described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Davidian et al., US Patent 5,799,370 in view of DE 3525717 Al ('717). Davidian 
discloses a hinge with two leaves that can swivel relative to each other about 
gudgeons (32, 34) and pin 16. The hinge leaves have locking screws for fixing the 
orientation of the hinge after adjustment. Davidian discloses the claimed invention 
except for explicit teaching of (1) an integral molding to engage a corresponding 
recess, (2) the recess being form with a clearance allowing for adjustable tilting, 
(3) undercuts, (4) the recess being a groove extending vertically, (5) convexly 
shaped guide surfaces, (6) circular shaped guide surfaces, and (7) a cross member. 

Regarding (l)-(5) and (7), '717 teaches the concept of a vertically extending 
guide groove engaged by integrally molded member 3. A clearance is shown and 
would inherently allow for minimum tilting so as to allow for adjusting. The

vertical groove is convex and a cross section is shown. The arrangement of 717 
aids in the rapid dismantling of structure, especially in an environment of folding 
doors/windows. It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
for one skilled in the art to have included in the design of the device such a 
modification, as generally taught in '717, for the purpose of utilizing an alternative 
hinge design that would have allow for rapid dismantling of the structure, 
especially in an environment of folding door/window members. 

Regarding (6), it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to 
make the different portions of the device of whatever form or shape was desired or 
expedient. A change in form or shape is generally recognized as being within the 
level of ordinary skill in the art, absent any showing of unexpected results. In re 
Dailey et al, 149 USPQ 47. Such a modification would have produces no 
unexpected results and is not considered critical to the design.
